No one will be disposed to examine 
too cloafe'iy the utterances of an excit- 
fld representative having cause for 
agitation of mind, speaking under 
such circumstauces as those which 
brought Mr. Thompson to his feet on 
Friday last. Wore it MrjThompson's 
speech alone that places' Tiritish Col- 
umbia people in an objectionable 
light, wo should deem it better to re-' 
gard it as an histrionic effort to be 
classed with a Fourth of J uly oration 
or tbe'recital of the Balaclava Charge, 
or qttier Bimilair display of talent which 
in its pTac'e iaThot without its value. 
But 'theri^-ia a certain plane of thought 
into whidh an angrv Columbian falls 
as if by nature. Wo find it in the 
House of Commons, wo find it in tho 
press of the Province, and even in 
oommunioation's addressed to journals 
in Ontario its' leaven --is- evident. It 
may be expressed by supposing a 
British Columbian to say, "Give us 
what we want or wo will j«in the 
United States." Mr. DeCosmos says 
that he does not go this length. He 
leveres the British Hag, but would 
like to r^tg"^the. Canadian standard 
througk,, the mire. The gentleman 
from Cariboo is less fierce and more 
prophetic; he warns us of what we 
may aee if wo are not careful; and a 
Brit^glj -Columbian journal, in a fit of 
virtuous indignation at tho limited 
amount of space devoted to the Pacific 
Province in the Canadian Year Book, 
can only find tho reason by attributing 
it to the Zadkielogical proficiency of 
the publishersf which has enabled 
them to foretell t\iflt British Columbia 
ia not 'destined^ to be long in the 
Dominion. AVe observe this threat of 
se(je.S8ion, but thinly veiled, in the 
utterancea of the njajority of British 
Columbians, and while it is not to be 
taken at more tjign it^ js jwor^ when 
appearing in the excited d^telfimations 
of Mr. Thompson, of Cariboo, and 
geSreSIn of that cahbro. it deserves 
notice when showing itself in tho 
necessarily more careful utterances of 
Qolujaibian; jvritors. , . 
M^*6Woaidi'like,4fiit.were possible, 
to see behind the. ourtain of theso per- 
Bons' thoughts. We may ask, are thoy 
under tho impression that to tho few 
thousand settlers west of the Eocky 
Mountains belongs tho vast territory 
of. British i^orlh America which ia 
known ty the name of British Colum- 
Bia^i'Sflihrslt ever occurred to them 
that this portion of tho British Empire 
has other owners than themselves >' 
Has permission ever boon given them 
to deal wi^b this portion of the Empire 
as they please; have they even had tho 
assurance to' ask for such unexampled 
powers? They speak of joining tho 
United States. ' Hiivo thoy riny reason 
for supposing that Great Britain will 
allovf them to do bo except by leaving 
British territory ? Do they imagine 
that if the i'nh'ahitauts'of Long Island 
desired to sell that pliu'o to Groat Bri- 
■£«'2^Sr-'Wuy other power,; llio Uuitud 
StaWwould poriiiit it; and do thoy 
t^i^.that England is not able to re- 
tain possession- oi Vancouver Island, 
but must ne^ds 'perforce bow to tho 
will of a pqitiQUf ;pf the inhabitants, 
urged on to action by ]Mr. Thompson, 
of Oatiboo? ■ ■• 

Let it be supposed, however, that 
Canada had dismissed them as being 
too trpublesome to retain with advan- 
tage,..tljat,GMftt Britain had told them 
to do OS they pleased with Vancouver 
Island and the mainland, and that the 
■■Ui?ited States had consented to accept 
them as a territory of tho Union. Are 
they, vinder the impression that thoy 
'Vrouldi he any tho nearer to a railway 
mlJ'niiltf Columbia ? Do they believe 
that the territory would be represent- 
ed bf1Hf)id MuatovsaDd Bix reprsaen- 
m^nn ia Oo»gsm,l. Are they cf rti^in 



that the United States would spend 
one-fourth the money that is annually 
spent by Canada within their borders; 
and have they satisfied themselves that 
they would not immediately fall 
back into the Sleepy Hollow 
condition in which Canada found 
them ? We av© ojuiioua to know what 
appearance the country would present 
when the panoramic change which we 
have supposed had taken place. What 
should we see ? The surveying par- 
ties and all the agencies of the Canada 
Pacific have left; every Canadian offi- 
diali has been. withdra,wn; the English 
fleet has left those Avatera; the vision 
of a railway across the mountains has 
vanished; not a dollar of English or 
Canadian money finds its way into the 
country; and in return for this, what 
is now British Columbia, tho Pacific- 
shore Province of tho Dominion, and 
the terminus of tho future trans-con- 
tinental railway, is rai outlying terri- 
tory of the United States, in direct 
competition with California, Oregon, 
Washington Territory, and the coasta 
that there adjacent lie. Would the 
United States send monoy to pay the 
Indians amongst tho hills and volleys 
of tho Rocky Mountains ? Would the 
United States build a mile of railway 
from Bute, or Burrard, or Deane's In- 
let? What would the United States 
do for Bi-itish Columbia? They 
would give Mr. Thompson per- 
mission to make unbounded ora- 
tions on the '1th of July. That, 
and nothing more. Tho Americans are 
an astute people, and. do not waste 
money on a territory which to them 
would be no use. So that, puttinsr 
aside tho folly ai d indecency of mak- 
ing treasonable speeches which only 
excite ridicule and disgust, the alter- 
native which these unthinking persons 
jDropose to themselves is. the utter col- 
3^^ipse of their Province. Wo aro hap- 
to be able to say that there are 
men from British Columbia who ap- 
proach this ipiestion with £>ense and 
judgment,and without sacrificing their 
seif-zespeot by posing' 'themaelvea in 
the attltiide of meii who care nothing 
for their country but what they fancy 
they can make oul, of it. Canadians 
can fully understand the disappoint- 
ment under which tho people of Brit- 
ish Columbia are sufloring. The 
wildest, pi^omise out of Bedlam was 
given to thoni,' Snd they see tho: im 
mediate realization of hopes engeridor- 
od by that promise fading from their 
reach. Each succeeding investigation 
has shown the colossal dilHcultics that 
exist in constructing the railway which 
has been their, eye^ •present df^fV^i 
they ought alao*lo un(fers£and and at- 
tach value to the fact that not aii hour 
has boon wasted in searching for a 
possible route, and that no word has 
ever been written or sjioken by any 
responsible person to justify a belief 
that the other Provinces of the Dom 
inion are halting in their desire to 
build the Canada Pueillo Railway. 
That which is i)ossible and right will 
be done. The people of Canada will 
persevere in their elforta to opmentthe 
union of, the Provinces; and it is to be 
hoped that all tho vapouring on the 
part of irato British Columbians has 
boon expended, and that for tho fu- 
ture thoy will seek to serve their Pro- 
vince in some other way than by cast- 
ing disfereditr on its 'loyalty tiud'' com- 
mon sense.

As we lay down the correspondence 
relating to the Lunatid '-Asyltim, we 
cannot ''help expressing pniu, 
surprigP: ;and indignation that evi- 
dence injuriously affecting the cbar- 
aoters- of the . Superintendent and 
Matron of thai insHtiiUbn should Lave 



been in ' the "banda :of>-the late Gov- 
ernment for a period extending from 
October *f vl874 to; the-":day of the 
xesigniitibnrof ''tHe Jainistiy witliout 
having in^luced'thfi' Slightest inquiry 
into the inner )|i^e, of. an^ institution 
that ou^ht to be the most perfect 
in it9,"2)'aKi^gemenl of iiny in the Prov- 
ince. 1^;. Gjd'the. one band we have the 
Matron complaining of grobd insults 
from mil Sbarpe; of his incitement 
of fenafiile patients to insubordinatiou ; 
of a aeries of outrages that would 
have disgraced the veriest martiaet 
that ever held authority; of neglect- 
ing to provide for the comfort of sick 
patients; of refusing them proper 
food;— -the significant remark being 
appended tbiit "i» evert/ case the paliinit 
died." Then we have tbo SuperinleDJent 
oliarged with being drunk and 
wearing the clothing of patients, and 
an investigation held by the Provin- 
cial Secretary which seems to have 
had no results — the climax of tho 
charges against the Superintendant 
being reached by his violent assault 
upon , his next in command in the 
presence of the other keepers. On 
the other hand we have the Superiu- 
te-Klent chareiug the Mah'on with 
immorality and flagrant and frequent 
breaches of discipline. This "little 
unpleasantnes.st" is brought to an end 
by an apology from the Superintend- 
ent to the Matron, which seems so 
satisfactory to the Provincial Secretary 
that he instantly counteriLauds an 
order for suspension he had issued 
against the Superintendent, and rein- 
States him in ofSce. Observe the ex- 
traordinary character of this settle- 
ment: Mr. Sharpe's apology for an 
offence against th j Matron is regarded 
as an ample condonation of all the 
charges against his management — 
amongst others, of tho startling allega- 
tion tbie^t sick patients were not al- 
lowed a change of diet, and that "in 
every case the patient died." Good 
beavens ! What could Dr. Ash — him- 
self a medical man in excellent re- 
pute — have been thinking about when 
be allowed the apology that soothed 
the WOUUdeJ amour propre of tho Matron 
to be accepted as an apology 
for more serious offences? "In 
every case the patient died," 
writes Mrs, Ross. "I am sorry I said 
so-and'so ' about you," writes. Mr. 
Sharpe.arid all thiugs are made lovely 
once more. So long as the feelings 
of the keei^ers are not outraged by 
the Superintendent, we hear no com- 
plaints of sick patients who cannot 
eat the food set before them and have 
to send it "away untouched" until 
they, die! The charge against the 
Superintendent of wearing patients' 
drawers and socks was inquired into 
and the Superintendent pleaded guilty 
to the "socks/' but did not confess to 
the "drawers." And still no action 
wa^,tB^en^^y the Government. We 
are curious to learn if an expression 
of regret condoned the "socks" as 
well as the deaths at the Asvlum. 
Perhaps a severe reprimand wus 
deemed necessary; if it was admiuis- 
teied there id no record of it in the 
correspondence. 

"Dead men tell no tales," it ia said. 
Crazy men tell no tales, either; —at 
least none ttiat sensible beings like 
our Ex-Minislers are bound to listen 
to. One shudders at the bare thought 
of 30' or '40 fellow-beings suffering 
under the most fearful of all afilic- 
tiona that can fall upon man, subject- 
ed to treatment such as Mrs. Iloss 
describes; and the blood of every in- 
dividual iu this community will boil 
with indignation when he learns that 
no investigation worthy of the name 
has ever been held into tho manage- 
ment of the institution. A Committee 
of the House have now got the Asy- 
lum under its notice, and wo sliall bo 
much hurprisi'd if tlieir report will 
not call for a moral reform.

REFORM NEEDED! 



On Wednesday the Government laid 
bsforo tho Houso copies of all tho cor 
r..>Kpoudence that took place between ilio 
lulu Provincial Secrt'tary uud the iittiiolieH 
of tho Lnualio Asylniu respecting curtain 
charges preferred against Mr.Sliurpo, Su- 
perintendent of that institution, by 
Mr;', Boal, tbe'Matron, and ptbeVs. Tho 
charges are of a startlibg nature aiid re- 
flect most seriously upon the' management 
aud also upon tho late Ministry, who al- 
lowed thoin to pass witiioiit. holding aa 
investigation. We have com mented upon 
those u.xtraordioary disoloaures in anoth- 
er columu. 

Tho corrcapondence opens witli a letter 
from Mr.s.Koas to the l^ruvinuial Secretary 
under date of October 4th, 1874, in 
which the matron informs Dr. Ash, "Tlie 
Superintendent told mo this morning 
thiit I must resign my position here as 
Matron, as lio was going to bo marric-d 
and wished to appoint his wife in my 
stead." 

On tho 5th of October tho Provincial 
Secretary writes to Mr, Sharpe that lie 
baa "no power to appuipit 6^ discharge 
ofBcers or servants in tho Asyhim." 

On tho .same date the Provincial Sec- 
retary writes to the HiipcriDtendnet ami 
asks nnder wliat antborily he had dis 
charged the Mulron. Tho SnpiuMnlcnd 
out replies on the lOlh of Octulx-r, stat 
ing the rules tho Matron had violatoil ; 
that he intended to liavo hi.s wile actus 
Matron; ttiat ho claimed the huiuo power 
that is vested iu all Superinteudauls of 
Asylums. 

On the same day Mr. Sharpo wrote to 
Mrs. Roes, " Your services will not be 
required after ono month from thi^idnte." 

The next letter is from Mrs. Ross to 
the Provincial Secretary, dated October 
14th, and reads as foUfiws : 

Sir, I would respectfully ask what au- 
thority the Saperintendant of this Asy 
lum is to exercise over me, as after the 
receipt of your letter mentioned above, 
ho acted in a manner qnito unbecoming 
his position hero, as Superintendent, ail- 
dresning mo in loud, angry tone»; telling 
me I was never to open tho front door; 
that I was to confine aiy«elf to tho pa- 
tient's room, and not to leave it without 
his permission; that he would not allow 
ladies to visit me; that the most of them 
wero half breed.i, and thut ho did not 
want Indians going up stairs; timt he 
had power to turn me out of tho AhvIiuu 
that daj month. Ho ordered Lue to send 
my boy out of the Asylum, and on my 
asking permission to go and make ar 
rangements with some one to take th<; 
child in, was peremptorily refused, tell- 
ing mo if I went out of the Asyium I 
Hhould bo locked out, and not allowed to 
come in again. He oalled his two ns- 
sistanta -Mr. Goodo and Mr. Milligan — 
told them ho was going to town, anil if I 
left tho Asylum during bis absence, they 
were not to allow me to coine in again. 
All this was said in prosenco of tlm eni- 
plo3'es and in hearing of my patients, 
some of whom are quite sane enon^'h 
to comprehend the situation, therc-'bv 
lessening my influence over them, by 
hearing Mr. Sharpo addressing me in 
tones of such disrespect. * * ■* 

On tho 22ud Oct , the Provincial Secre- 
tary uskeil the Superintendent if he Ims 
□ otihed tho Matron of her infraction <;l 
tho rules, and informed him that ho had no 
authority to remove her. 

The day following the Superintendent 
replied Ihut ho has notiliod the Matron of 
the infraction and adds that the rules are 
oobted in tlfree couspioioua places where 
they must bo seen by all. 

Four days afterwards the Superintcn 
dent informed the Provincial Sei-retury 
that Mrs. Ro'^s continued to violati' cer- 
tain rule.s; that in her Hb.sonoo "tlje f.-uuile 
patients is either hieked in tln-ir rooms or 
roam at will abont the house; ye.st^i'day I 
had to remove oue of tho f.imale patients 
on two occasions from the mule war;)." 

Then follows a request from the Pro- 
vincial Secretary for tho dates on which 
the infracticiiiH took pliic. , niid the Super- 
intendent fiirni.slics thfiii. 

On tlie Oc'i of Novt-mber, 1874, Mrs. 
Ross sends the underjivcn conininnicM- 
tion to Dr. Ash, which we think ought to 
be read by everyone, as from that ilav 
down to the one on which the late Gov 
ernment rssignod. no uotioe appears to 
have been taken of ;he horrid oburges of 
negleot. etc., cuntiii.-ed therein. 

jlfw. Boas to Prooiiusial Secretary. 
Provincial Innane Asylum. 

Victoria. H, C, Nov. r)t"l., 1874. 
Sir, — I have the honour to iiit'./riii you 
that I am again under the nnpleasant in!- 
cessity of making complaint to yi)ii res 
pecting th(! arbitrar.v man iier i n whirh I 
am treated by the Superintendent of this 
Asylam. He has forbidden mo going 
into tho kitchen to do anything in the 
way of coiiking. and has t;iviMi onlers to 
tho conk Hccordingiy Y'-htcrday im. ru- 
ing on my going inio the kitchen to iiialu^ 
some tea for ray patients; he repriniamleil 
tho cook for allowing luo to do so, telling 
her he would not speak to her again ..boat 
it, but that tho nest time abe pennitti d 
me to do any cooking he would discharge 
her. 

I have been in the habit of going info 
tho kitchen to see that the iood for niy 
patients is jjropiirly i)r('pared. and oftun 
making something fur them witliont in 
any way interfering with the cook. All I ilo 
is for the benefit of my patients I eon 
sider it my duty to do all lean to pro- 
mote tlieir coiufort. Mr. Sharpo, in eiir- 
tuiling my privileges, is doing an injury 
to them. A few days ag(j, I iislted the 
k(;eper to give nie some articles I required 
for tho shirts I wi\s then making for the 
aialo patients; she replied thus: "Mrs. 
Ross, iMr, Suarpe has given mo orders 
not to lot you have anything you ask 
for." 

I would also state that not onI.y ban 
Mr. Sharpo acted iu an unbeooraitig man- 
ner towards me, but be has allowed others 
to do so; for instance, early in tho sum 

mer, a man named , who has two 

si.sters hero, patients in the Asylum — 
mado Ufie of tho mo-st iusiilimg langnage 
to me, in presonco of Mr. siiarpo, wlio 
stood by without onoo oll'iiring to silence! 
Mr. . as it was bis duty to have pro- 
tected me from snob unmerited and un- 
provoked insnU. And on another oocas. 
ion, I askoil the cook — a Chinaman— to 
prepare something for tho tal.Mo, he swere 
at mo; I reported it to Mr. Sharpo, but 



be took Qo notice of it. I have oome to 

the ooncltision that I need notexpeot^ny 
protection from tbo SuperinteDdent,beibg 
.•fully perpnaded by his past actions that 
he would allow any one here Co insult me 
with perfect iciipunity. 
, I..Wiail ALSO TO CALTj YOUR AT- 
^Bf|}lO^^'SttB>WAY TH«iMALE 
FATtEN T^^fiEN ILL. ARETREAT 
ED. THERE HAS BEEN SEVERAL 
CASES OP ILLNESS; IN EVERY 
C.\SE THE PAITENT HAS DIED. 
NEVER IN ONE SINGLE INSTANCE. 
HAVE I EVER KNOWN ANYTHING 
PREPARED FORTHEM WHILE ILL 
THAT WOULD BE CONSIDEBBD 
SUri'ABLE li"OOD FOR PERSONS IN 
THEIR CONDIITON. THEY ARE 
GIVEN THE SAME COARSE FOOD 
PAR I'AKEN OF BY THE PATIENTS 
WHO ARE IN GOOD HEALTH; AND 
I HAViS OFTEN SEEN THE DISHES 
liROUGUT OU r OE THEIR ROOMS 
WITH THEIR FOOD UNTqUpHEp. 
I have known tho keeper to Oome-'^into 
(he l^itchen nud pour hot water 07er some 
pieces of breacl aod^on inqiuring, was 
told it was fooa''fof a sick patient. I have 
remonstrated with him, and said it was a 
shame to give the sick auch food as that. 
He coneurrad with me, butsaid it was no 
fault of his; neither was it. Much as wo 
would wish to do so, no on . hera would 
undertake to order, on their own reapon- 
sibility, the cook,-to ptegare.apytblug.for 
either sick or welir'^Mr.' Sharpo oonsid 
ers it his exclusive privilege to give all 
orders; and have heard him toll tho cooks 
to obey no order.s but his. It is owing to 
that fact that I have buea iu tho babit of 
going into tho kitchen to pruparo any 
thing I consider reqiiisite for my patients, 
well knowiuK it woald be useless to ask 
the cooks to do it. 

A few weeks ago, one of my patients 
was ill ; tho dqotoi; or<|9.red ma to give her 
nonrishing food. I requested him to 
sneak to iMr Sharpe about it; whether ho 
dill .so I cannot siiy. But thii^ I know, tho 
patiiMit never received tho presoribed 
food through Mr. Sharpe's providing. A 
similar case occurred last aumraer; I ap- 
plied t.o Mr. Sharpe, and this was bis re- 
ply: *t^^.i8 a^pajiser^patient, and the 
Gove'rnnietit v\flll not'go to any expense 
on her account." 

Sir, I would also respectfully state that 
I strongly object to tho course pursued 
by tho biipenntdudent, of seemingly al- 
together to ignoro my position bore as 
Matron ;ooa.ing into the female wards 
wb,enever he obooses, without so maoh 
as knocking ait the door. And I also ob 
ject to his bringing male visitors, as he 
has often dono,intotho femaU department 
wiihont lirst notifying me; aa sometimes 
when lio has so done, luy patients have 
been in state not proper to be seen. Bui 
such a piece of common courtesy as ask- 
ing me whether it-wpnld be conTeniaDt to 
visit the female ward has never yet been 
accorded me by Mr. Shurpe. 

I respectfully ask to bo informed what 
is my authority hero as Ma'ron ? What 
rules am I to conform to? In what man- 
ner the Superintendent is justified in in- 
terfering with me ia my management of 
patients committed to my oarei^aod' what 
ohedienco am I to render to the Saperin- 
teiiilenl ? 

Asking your consideratiop for all I 
have herein set forth,

On thd 19th Nov.. Dr. Ash asks Dr. 
IMatthows, the medioal attendant, if he 
has observed any neglect of duly on the 
part of the; Matro^.JD.r. Matthews returns 
answer that be has "iiot observed any ne- 
glect aud that no written complaint had 
been received concerning her. 

After this tlioro appears to have been a 
lull till tho 7tli December, when tho Su 
pi'rinteudent addresses the following in- 
quiry t3 the Provincial Secretary, to 
which no attention seems to bafe' }>een

Seven days afterwards Mru. Rosg writes 
tho Provincial Secretary as follows:

Sin, — I have the honor to inform you 
(hat the Superintendent still continues 
his arbitiary treatment of meat every op 
portunily, as you will soo by the notes I 
enclose. 

I also wish to inform you that when I 
was ill a few days ago Mr. Shiirpo giivo 
(jriler.s t(j his assistant. Mr. Guode, not to 
render mo any asoiblauco and not to come 
near me if I was dying; also forbade biui 
bringing me any mudiuiae from town. 

I Ijave, eta., Floha. Ross. 

Aceoin|jaiiy ing tho above is an onuln 
snro from Mrs. R )ss specifying tho char- 
ges aguiust lUr. Sharpo. Tho Matron 
charges that Mr, Sbarpo on Nov. 7in and 
1 1th, 1874, refused to allow her oil for 
tho lamps, remarking, "I enjoy doing 
this sort of thing." 

Nov,'15th — ASked the cook to keep a 
chop warm for me as I was engaged with 
one of ley patients and conld not come to 
breakfast just then. She replied, "No, 
Mrs. Ross; Air. aliarpo mado a great to do 
about the bash I put asulo for you yoster- 
ilay; you must eat what is on tho table." 

NoV'.i&OtUTTMrSbarpe shouted from tho 
foot of Btairsibut she bad insulted one of 
the officers and that she "had batter keep 
her tongue to herself." 

DiK!. I'iih, aud for a long timo before, 
till! Snperintendont had takou charge of 
two of the female patients, and enauur<tg- 
ed them in iusubordinutioa. Upon Mrs. 
Ross mentioning the matter to tho doc- 
tor, Sliarpo said to bis assistant, "That 
Indian [meaning mej has been complain- 
ing to the doctor about 

On Nov. '27th Mrs. Ross complained to 

tho Superintedent tliut Miss was up 

every night till 12 o'clock and Bometimus 
later in her room, disturbing the patient 
occui)ying the next room by sweeping, 
Hcrubbing, etc. The Matron added that 
she "did not wish hereafter to be ropri- 
maniled for allowing a patient in my Zo- 
partmout to bo up with lights and Are 
hours after all tuo other immatos of the 
establishment, tho Suporintondent inaliid- 
ed have retired." To this complaint Mrs, 
Ross received no aoknuwledgement. 

Ou tho 17tb Deo. tbo Provincial Secre- 
tary wrote to Mr. Sharpo as follows: — 

Sin, — I am instrnctod by tho Lieuten- 
ant-Govornor in Council to reprimand 
you for y ur improper conduct in 
uttempting to dismiss Mrs. Ro.is from her 
ollliio of Matron of tbo Lunatic Asylum. 

You aro further ordered to abstain from 
interfering with the Matron ia the axer- 



oi'Bofanyof her customary duties and 
privileges. Tho Matron is authorized to 
attend .Divino Sorvioo and to have reason- 
able opportunity to visit and to repeivo 
tho visits/of her friends, to^jje^'asS^sted 
when sbe deems it • ocessary JByj any of 
the employes of the Asyium,moire especi- 
ally of the cook in regard toJbej^Qwu .^ood 
and that of the female patiebt's '"who aro 
placed under her solo control. 

On tho 19th Deo. Mrs. Ross again 
writes the Pro incial Sucret.iry as fol- 
lows: — 

Sim, — I have the honour to inform you 
that the Superini^cndeut was insolent and 
annoying m bis oondnct to liie-yesterday. 
He went into the kituben and in loud, ex- 
cited tones told the cook not to como to 
bim any more for orders, that I was made 
sole mistress of tho kitchen, <&c. I very 
respectfully infornied him he was labour 
ing under a mistake, produced the iettor 
I had the honour of receiving from you 
aud showed him all that had roferouco to 
the cook, and told him I had noither tho 
intention nor tho right to interfere in any 
way with his patients or bis orders to the 
cook roHpocting their meals. He would 
not hoed mu but went on to tell the cook 
that "iho Provincial Secretary's letter 
meant this: If Mrs. Ross chooses to order 
you to cook tt chop for her patients and 
there ia not ono iu tho house, you aao to 
do it," and further he told tbo cook that 
"now Mrs. Boss hud charge of tbe kitch- 
en if anything is sto en you will of course 
report it to mu." I then went up stairs 
and ho called out to me that he had taken 
the koy of the front door ont of his room 
and I would lind it hanging on a nail in 
the passage as he did U(jt wish mo to go 
into his room any more, ho having lost 
some valuable papers, I made no reply. 
He scut his assistant, Mr.Qoode, upstairs 
to me with the same message, I mado no 
reply, Mr. Sharpe seat him up a second 
time to ask whether I wished to take |)os 
session of tho storeroom koy ? I referred 
him to tho letter he had reeeiveil from 
tho Provincial Soretary, wherein wero 
spooitied what (irivilogos were to bo 
accorded, mo Ho caiuo up a third 
time to say he understood from 
tbe reading of said letter that I was to 
have the koy of tho storeroom. I rospoct 
fulh a''kod Mr. Goodo to go down" and 
ask Mr. Sharpo for a copy of his instruc 
tions from tho Provincial Secretary, I 
could then seo wherein they dillered from 
those I had received. Mr. Guode went 
down and Mr. Sharps delivered him an- 
other InoBBago for me,' but that gentleman 
declined coming to anuoy mo a fourth 
timo. 

Mr. Sharpe also told mo ho intended to 
have all charges I had in.ide against him 
sifted to tho very bottom. I replied that 
I hoped ho Would do so, that I was not 
ono bit afraid of what ho would do. When 
I had reached tbe bead of tbe stairs he 
called out at; the top of bis voice "and 
who's afraid of yon V a woman with a doz- 
en husbands." I turned aud descended 
tho stairs, asked .Mr. Guode, who was in 
tho adjoining rooai, if lie heard tho in 
suiting remark Mr Sharpo had made to 
mn, bo said he did. I also askud Mr. 
Sharpo to ezplaiu what he meant by say- 
ing that I was not to go into hia room as 
be had lost some valuable papers. Ho 
told me it was not bis business to explain 
and that he meant what bo said. I was 
not to go into his room as he had. lost 
some valuable papers. Ho repeated the 
words several times. 

Sir, I consider Mr. Sharpe's . insinua- 
tions insulting in tbe extreme. I. have 
been in the Asyhim now over two years as 
Matron and I am willing to undergo the 
closest investigation so far as my conduct 
in this house is concerned. Tho employes 
can all be questioneil whether during my 
living amongst them tluiy had over soon 
anything in ray behaviour to justify Mr. 
Sharpo in making ihoso uuseomly remarks 
to me in tueir hearing and presence.

On tho 2l8t Doc, tbe Provincial Secre- 
tary onclo.sos Mrs. R jss' lelter to tho Su- 
perintendent for cxjjluuatinns. On the 
22d Den. Mrs. Ross writes Dr. Asli that 
Mr. Sharpe had apologized for the Ian 
guage iisedabd us she wished to live on 
peaceable terms and had not been actuat 
ed b}' a Kuint of viiul otiveiiess iu Iving- 
iug the charges, she hoped (whilst court- 
ing the fullest iavestiguiiou into her own 
conduct) to have tho case as against tbe 
■Superintendent dropped. Tbe apology 
was in the following terms: 

"Madam: — 1 very much regnd the lan- 
guage I made use of on the bSth instant, 
especially sayin;,' that you hail a dozen 
husbands. As it was said iu a passion, I 
therefore apologize, aud request you will 
consider it aa not said.

On the 30th Dec. the SniJerinti.Mulont 
replied to a note from the Pioviucial 
Secretary to the eO'ucl tn.it tho dilliculty 
between Mrs. Ross and himself had been 
composed by his apology, and demanding 
the fullest investigation into hisevoryaot 
by the Lieut. -Gcvornor iu Gouneil. 

Ou tbo day following the Provincial 
Secretary writes that Mr. .Sli.n pe's de- 
mand would be complied with, informing 
biiu that ho was HUipi'iided and directing 
him to hand over tho keys, etc., to Air. 
Goodo, his lirst assistaut. 

On tho 2d of January, 187.5, Mr. Sharps 
begs perniissiou to withdraw tlio letter 
asking for an iu vostigution. and on the 
same day th(! Proviiici.il Secretary replies 
"after tbe veib.d e.xplaiiation yon have 
given, I hereby eons<.nt to the witlulrawal 
of youi letter of tlie .'iOtli Di^e., luid re- 
iiistal you in your ollieel ! 1 ! !" 

From that date till the 27tli of August 
last "peace reigneil in Warsaw." On tho 
27 th of August, 1875, however, Mr.Ooode 
sends the'foilowiiig complaint to the Pro- 
vincial Socrotary:

Mr. Boaveii pre.Hontod a ixitition from

That iuaamuch as tho so Railed unsec- 
tariah'Boheol system in- a ila^rant viola- 
tion of oonsoienoe, th» Oathqlio portion 
of tho oomEinnity have but roluotnntly 
submitted to a gouoral system of tuxatiou 
a portion of whiuh is «ot apart ftir tbe 
benefit of tho ho called un.soctarian 
schools. But now that is intended to 
levy a special school tax, your petitioners 
view 'With mistrust -an^ alarm a measurj 
vrhioh they depreoato^ ttsjboth unjust and 
opprassiyo. 

2. A system of education can never bo 
unseotarian. If it excludes tba profes- 
sion of obristianity it is anti-christian ; if 
it does not comprise tho boliof in God it 
is Godless and atheistic; if it iuchulcs tho 
reading of the Protestant vorsiod of tho 
bible it is protestant. Consequently your

3. It is therefore an act of injustice to

t ley abhor. 

l.^^he'iezperiec e of other oonntrios 
ten'di to prove that nnsectarian schools 
are the chief propogation of religious 
scepticism unbolief and infidelity. Where 
there is no religion. there can bo nu cou- 
Bcjento) where 'there is no consoience 
there can be morality; where there 
is no morality sedtilar learning is 
bat an additional tool for the 
commission of crime: and thus a god- 
less system of schools saps the very foun- 
dations of even, civil society. 

5. While we would cheerfully subscribe 
to a school system which would provide 
ior4ha edaoation of the children of the 
poor, ire oannot endorse ihe present ar- 
rangement by which wealthy citizens 
whose 'first and present duty ia to pay for 
the education of their own ohildrou arc 
sndered to use without either shamo or 
remorse the public money's extortud from 
us and the poor.

Mr. Beaven also presented a petition 
from tbe members of the Oity Council of 
Victoria as follows:

Hon. Mr Elliott moved that this House 
do resolve itself into a Committee of the 
V7bole to:morrow to take into considera- 
tion MAn A<it to .ii^posa a Wil^.Land 
Tax." 

DOCK LANDS. 

Mr. Williams moved for n return of all 
correspondence between the Chief Con- 
missioner of Lands and Works and the 
Arbitrator or Arbitrators, from tbe 1st of 
February, 1876, in reference to Messrs. 
Tolmie's and Finlayson'Bland,E3quimalt. 

Seconded by Mr. Beaven and carried. 

LAND ACT AMENDMENT BILL. 

Mr. Smilho moved tho second rending 
of this Bill. He siud it was word for word 
almost a' copy Of a bill which, was intro 
duoed last session and defeated. Tbe 

object of tho Bill was to secure the settler 
compeusalion for land talioa from liim 
for the purpose of conBtructing ro^ids. As 
tho law stood now a gross iiijii.st.ico exist 
ed for there was nothing to piovont tho 
Government entering on tho land as often 
as migbt be thought fit and depriving a 
settler of a quantity of land no matter 
bow valuable without giving compensa- 
tion in any form. He knew tlmt in sovoral 
instances the oppressive Act had boon tbe 
means ol driving valuable settlers out of 
the coiiutry. 

Mr. Boaven objectod to tho bill aa it 
would not act fairly to tho Province. The 
Crown gave away lands to settlors on 
more settlement duties, but iu so doing 
reserved to themselves the right of tak- 
ing a jirosoribed portion of such lands 
for road purposes. In somo instaucos 
the Govern ment had given compensation 
for cultivated land taken away. 

Dr. Tolmie believed the bill would bo 
a great boon to the Province .ind it was 
defeated last year because tho then Gov- 
ernment bad a packed majority to defeat 
any little bill they wished. He favored 
'ho addition of a clause to compensate for 
gravel taken from tho land, and for tim- 
ber out down, also giving powor to tbe 
owner to prevent if he wished tho cutting 
down of certain trees, for he was iuform- 
od that certain contractors out of spite 
sometimes despoiled a settler's land as 
much as possible. ' " ' 

Hon. Mr. Elliott pointed out that the 
clause of the oxi.sting Aot which provides 
for arbitration did not retard construc- 
tion, .ilthough the question of compensa- 
tion mii^ht not be settled. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys supported the 
bill, condemning the clause of the exist- 
ing aot which gives to tho Chief Ootn m'ia- 
sioner of Lands & Works the powdr to 
determine bonddary disputes, la no 
country but this did such a power; exist, 
and it should by all moans be vested in 
some legal tribunal. Ho did not agree 
with Mr. Beaven ttiat the clause giving 
tho Government tbe power to. depreciate 
tho value of land by. catting: 4own tim- 
ber for roads was a fair one, inasmuch as 
no oompenaation was provided for; but 
be believed that one ' settler- shoald , ou 
puynient of due compensation, have the 
right to cut a ditoh through his noigli- 
bor'a land if necessary to improve his 
property. The hon. gentleman <iuotod 
au insliince of gross injustice whereby a 
road bad been cut through tbe laud of a 
Mtk florth, of Saanioh, who was .aompell- 
ed to build s fence on both sides of tbe 
road at a cost of som? SlOO, thus being at 
this oxpeosQaiiil losing liis land without 
any compea3-''tion whatever. Eventually 
he had sold the land at a groat deprecia- 
tion in value. Tho power now conferred 
on tbe Government gave tbo Chief Com- 
missioner tbb opportunity ofvOpnatrncUng 
fancy roads (cheers) as bad been the case 
when the hon. gentleman opposite wos in 
ofllce. He approved of the bill and 
would support its second reading. 

Mr, Evans accu.sed hon. .. Mr, Hum- 
phri-ys of iuconBiHtenoy;''lR8t.fieBsion she 
had opposed tho bill. 

Hou. Mr. Humphroys replied that if he 
hud been a party to perpetrating an in- 
justice unwittingly he was al^ tbe more 
anxious now to remedy that injustice. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr Davie, after bearing tho argument 
on both sides, intended to support tho 
bill. (Cheers.) The Uovorntnout taking 
a settUirs' property should be treated 
in the same liglit as any otiior party and 
should give fair compenuutiou for it. A 
man's property was his own and he was 
decidedly entitled to the protection the 
law nrovides. In several cases ho know 
porsoiially that gross iiijustioo had been 
dona by tho existing clause and lie would 
vote for the second reading of tho bill. 

Mr. Fishor said that it was just as rea- 
sonable to think oi cutting through a 
deor park in England for tbo iiurposo of 
building a road without any remunera- 
tion as to propose to tike u sottlor'a pro- 
poity here, 

Mr. Ash said that every Crown grant 
issued contained ;i provirtion giving to 
tho Oovornment tho power to take ono- 
twontiotb of tbo land granted for roads, 
canals, etc., and it was mohstrodB to sup- 
pose that a settler shall have the right to 
prevent tbo construction of a road. The 
bill if passed would intorfero with the 
revenue of tho country with a veageanco 
and was as much out of order, in fact a 
groat deal more so, thau Btr. JJeaven's 
motion with reference to tho Qro lot the 
other day. ' ., - , ' 

Mr. Davie explained that most of " ;the 
valuable farms were not held ■'by - pre- 
oniptiou but by original purohaae at 85 
pur acre. (Hear hoar,) • - 

Mr. Armstrong opposed the bill. 

An objection being miide to the bill not 
in order. 

Mr. Speaker — Tho bill is perfectly la 

ordor. 

Mr. Ash — Qivo your authorty for rul- 
ing. (Chair! Chair!) 

Mr.Smitho quoted from reports of pro- 
ceedings in tho Imperial Parliament sus- 
taining Mr. Speaker's ruling. 
Mr. Smith said that the bill would 



Mr. Wulkem regarded the bill as a 
dangerous measure ami submitted that 
it was stri-jtly speaking a Government 
bill and one that could not even with tho 
Government consent be introduoed bv a 
private member. He thought tbo objec- 
tion stake n by Messrs. Ash and Armstroiig 
were sound, although the proposition of 
the bill at lirtt sight appeared to be only 
fair. Tho free grant system provided 
that a portion of land should bo taken for 
roads if necessary; the grauteo took the 
land on thai condition and it was not fair 
that bo should claim compensation after- 
wards. The gueBtion was then put and 
tho bill pds^eu' i't's second reading by a 
vote of 13 to 10. Tbe bill was commit- 
ted. Mr. Vowell in tho chair. 

The bill consisted of one main clause 
as follows: — 

1. Section 73 of the said Act is hereby 
amended by adding thereto the following 
oluuso: — 

"Provided always that the person 
through whose laud any road may be 
original ly ^pij-by ..way of Jvari«tion.4>r, .fkU 
tcrutiou, laid out or made as aforesaid, 

or whoso private road may be entered 
and taken possession of as aforesaid, shall 
1)0 entitled to componsatiou therefor; 
such compensation, in oaso of dispute, to 
bo ascortuinod in tho maauor prescribed 
in tho "Public Works Extension Act, 
1873," and ho shall hav^ tbe right to such 
eomponsatioa, notwitbstandinf^ any re- 
servations to tbe contrary in any Grown 
Grant of his land, or in any Aot,.Statate 
or Ordinance." 

Mr. Beaven protested ogainst tho bill 
and moved that the committee rise. 

The.motiou was lost by 5 to 16. 

A lengthy debate took plaoe in oom- 
niitteo upon tbo Bill. Dr. Tolmie com- 
pletely demolished the arKnments of tho 
opposition against tho Jjill und Mr. Wil- 
liams cited iiiMtancos occurring iu his 
own conacitiioiicy of great tiardship un- 
der the present Act. 

Mr. Smithe, after pointing out the ab- 
surdity of some remarks of Mr. Waikem, 
moved to insert in tho 6th line after tho 
word aforesaid, "from wliose land any 
gravel, or timber, or stono, or other ma- 
terial rna\' be taken as aforesaid." 

Mr. Walkom said that road construc- 
tion would have to be stopped if the 
amendment passed. 

Mr< i'isber said many oases of loss had 
occurrect to individuals through the tak- 
ing away of valuable material from tho 
land. 

Mr. Smithe said that next si iii m the 
Act, if found to bean injury to lue public 
could bo repealed. Ho believed, however, 
that tbo Aot would work well. 

Dr. Toiniio said tho matter might be 
left to the good sense of tho people. 

Capt. Evans said not much need be ex- 
pected from tbe good semte of tbe people. 
Look at tho rocks at E-quimalt and the 
price asked for thorn, (laughter). 

Dr. Tolmie called the bon. gentleman 
to order as he (Dr. Tolmie) could not 
speak on that matter. 

The clause with (be amendment was 
caiiied. _ • , . - ^ 

Mr. Beaven moved an additional olanse 
to provrde that no compensation be claim- 
ed or arbitrated upon if tho holder were 
an original purchaser from tho Crown. 
In tho case of original purchasers a re 
servation of 5 jjor cent, was always made 
for roads. 

Dr. Tolmie said tbo bon. gentleman 
was sincere, but he was.ds al),3urd as he 
was' sincere. The eorly settlers* boil paid 
20s. au acre for land to tjie. prpvjil „and 
others who had come 'later tiad-paiil-only 
31 an aero. 

Mr. Eishor was surprised at the ab- 
surdity of the proposition which sought 
to make a distinction between indivi- 
duals. 

Hon. 'Mr. Elliott said he had paid tho 

Crown S20 an aero for somo laud on the 
!Maiuiau-l and ho would bo glad if they 
would take oil" it his hands at gravel rates 
(laughter). , ' 

Tlio clause was lost and tbo Bill-report'' 
ed complete with amendaiouts. 

KETUli.SS. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott placed on the table 
returns of all correspondence with re- 
spect to the removal of A. W. Smith. 

CAlllBOO nOAD TOLLS. 

The House vont into committee to con- 
sider tbe Cariboo Eoad Tolls Bill, Mr. 
Uallaghor in the chdir. 

Hon. Mr,-^ 'Elliott moved that this 
committee reoommead tu the, House that 
the Bill be iutrodnoed. ' ' . 

Hon. Mr. Humpbravs seconded. ■ 

Mr. Walkom complained that tho bill 
had uot been properly introduced. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys saiii it was hard 
that the chairman shoukl bo called on to 
decide this matter while tbo Ulerk of tho 
House, whose duty it was to instruct the 
cnairmun, failed to do so. He submitted 
that if the Clerks of tbe House would not 
discbargo their duty tboy should give 
way to olliers. 

Mr. WalUom deprecated this attack on 
an ollicor of tho House who could not do- 
fend himself. 

Mr. Humphreys said that ho had made 
no attaolt on the Clerk; but it was an irk 
somo petition for a Chairman of ttie 
Hoiiso to be placed in with a Clerk at his 
elbow who did nut or would hot instruct 
him. 

Mr. Smitho w r sorry to see tho Hooior 
mcmbur for Cariboo raising a technical 
ot)jectiou to tho iiitri.dualion of this Bill 
and Kuggested that a. vote be taken on 
this Bill now und the debate might take 
[dace afterwards. ' ' 

Mr. Smith said that this was tbe pro- 
pur place to debate tbe Bill. , He was in 
favor of it. Tho wor.st thing be. had ever 
done iu his life was to vote to take tho 
road-tolis off. (Ohoor.s). 

Mr, Walkcrn wiuited to know why a 
toll of this kind was to bo imposed. 
When informed ho could vote intelligent- 
ly upon it. The Bill waff>false' from top 
to bottom. The toll system was a narrow 
one. It had been abamionod in tho ad- 
joining li.jpiib.iu. li'j could not under- 
stand how any goutleniau from tho upper 
country oould he so false to his constitu- 
ents as to Vote for thru Bill. He said if 
tho upper country woro taken away Via 
toria would vanish iDtO'au' Indian wig- 
wam. (Laughter). The' Whole Prbvinoe 
ought to pay fur tiuB road. Ho was 
afraid they would carry the Bill. 

Mr. Eibher said the bon. gentleman 
was anticipating tho next election at Cari- 
boo. (Hoar). Ho was unable to find out 
what be (Mr. Waikem] meant.

Mr. Watkem did not Intend tn oppose the Bill al- 
though there would bo some umeudmctita necesHary 
lo It. Tho petition which was handed iu tblB morn- 
ing from the Catliollc realdentH of Victoria was no 
doubt outitled to tbo greatest rou))oct. 

Hun. Mr. blllott-lt Im of cmrao underotood Hint 
■.ht peiitiou will bocouHlder. d lu conjunction with 
the Hill. 

Mr. Beaven opposed the Bill in toto aud would vote 
against tho committee repor.ing favorably on it. 

Ur. .Kali opposed tho Uill because tbo Government 
had uot stated its roasous for taxing tho country. Uo 
bolioTed the esiimatea should have boon brought 
down first to enable tbe .Huuiie to.know wbat .really 
were tbp requirements of tue Province, Tbe tax now 
proposed would far exceed the costs of ediicatiou in 
biB district, and ho would favor a nuu h lighter tax. 
Tho piopoBod tix on tlio pieti iibc of cducatiug tho 
people vaH really tu be levied to uct tlie I'rovlnce out 
uf debt. It waa a moUBiroua iiuiiohiiiuii. (Liiunhter) . 

Mr. Fisher gave tlio hon. member for Couiox credit 
for couHlBtout opposition to every good inoubure 
brought f jrward, but ho forgot that ho wos a niembor 
of Iho Government last year who had not brought 
down tbo estimates till the very last wcok of tho 
session.

Mr. WiUiains was opposed to taxation lu any form 
and did not think tlio school tax uecessary 

Hon. .Mr. 'lumphrey- said one of the reapons for 
iiupo-ing this tax ivaa because it was unfair thfit,'tbe 
white peoiilo exclusively shoal. 1 contribute to ihe 
maintenance of tho school B>Btom. 'riils tax. bow- 
ever, wo-ald extract Bomo $lbOU from tho Chinese and 
asBatisQed it was a popular tax (choerHj. It was 
only right that they ahould contribute to tbe revenue 
of the country (or they took muo,b, in (act, ,'(ar too 
much money away front this TiitvinUi kild'tbe'Paciac 
C.iaat. He only regretted that tbe Oblnese could not 
b« made to pay a tar greater amonnt of taxation 
(cheers) ; but this method seemed to bo the beat to 
reach them. 

Mr. Boaven denouuoing tlie fax aud aasorted the 
tax should, if meant to catch tho Chluamen, have 
as.-iuniod the nature of a general road tax. 

Hon Mr Humphreys said tbat tho road tax was ap- 
plied exclusively to the use of Municipalities and 
the Liical Governuicnt only derived some IIOOO 
therefrom. The Gov mmi nt bad repealed the road 
tax iu order to make tho school tax general. 

Mr. Waikem favored a school tax wltli, certain rn- 
BtrlctiouB. The expense of tbe' ecbbol ayst^in bow 
coat some }io OiiO per year and was fir'in etoe«s^o( 
the auticipatlona of (he late Oovornment. He main- 
tained It was tbo duty of the Ooveniment toencour- 
ai(e education, but there was a largo class entiiled to 
exemption from tbe tax.
